Which They Don’t Pay and for 
Other “Privileges” About Which 
Thetr Orators Never Shout.

with exactitude the amount of unnec- 
essary expenditure in connection with 
these “perquisites” and the only 
Means of establishing the fact that 
members pay themselves just four 
times as Much mileage as they permit 
‘the governent to pay for any one else, 
is through their own confeasions.

H. Aagaard, manager of one of the 
contestants, according to the latter’s 
statement last night. 

Civil actions for the recovery of 


money spent by contestants and their 
friends also will be commenced, it 
is said, by at least two of the con- 
testants against Fred L. Boruff, who 
has the rights to the pictures, and 
who conducted the contest, 
ended January 31. The winner of 
the contest was announced by Boruff 
as Miss Lucretia del Valle, daugh- 
ter of former Senator R. F. del Valle. 
It is, of course, not charged by any 
of those involved that Miss del Valle 
or her friends had any part in the 
alleged irregularities. 

The stake in the contest was not 
only the distinction of being called 
the most beautiful and most popular 
native daughter, but there was a 
bauble worth $1500—a diamond la 
valliere, which went to the winner. 
It was presented*to Miss del Valle 
Saturday. 

The manner of voting was ar- 
ranged so that each 25-cent ticket 
for admission to the California 
“booster” pictures entitled the pur- 
chaser or holder to vote for his choice 
in the contest. In addition to the 
regular tickets obtainable at the box 
office there were tickets which were 


0. T. Johnson building, and these 
were exchanged for tickets at the box 
office window of the Mason. Also, 
there were white tickets, numbered 
consecutively, which were good for 
votes. 

Several girls entered the contest, 
either on their own volition or at 
the solicitation of their friends, and 
during the fortnight's engagement of 
the pictures the contest waxed hot.

Historian of Los Angeles Is 
Suddenly Taken. 


Monumental Work on Presses 
as Author Dies. — 


Sixty Years Here; Brother 
an ex-Mayor. 


George W. Hazard, pioneer his- 
torian and brother of ex-Mayor Hen- 


ry T. Hazard, died yesterday at No. 
$226 Barring Cross street, after a res- 
idence of over sixty years in Los An- 
geles. He was 72 years old. Death 
came just in time to rob him of the 
pleasure of seeing published a monu- 
mental history of Los Angeles, on 
which he had been working nearly all 
his life. 

The manuscript of this history was 
completed some months ago and is 
now in the hands of the publishers. 
It was the pioneer’s wish that he 
might live to see the printed work, 
which is to be issued next fall. He has 
been seriously ill several months and 
members of his family believe that life 
was prolonged by the ambition to see 
the fruition of his cherished life work. 

Both by instinct and training Haz- 
ard was a historian. In early life, 
when many of his associates were ac- 
cumulating wealth, he began a long 
and earnest quest for material for a 
history. He visited practically every 
historical landmark in Los Angeles 
we obtaining photographs and 


ta. 

Many he began as- 
sembling the now-famous Hazard col- 
lection of photographs of historical 
persons and places, for which he has 
refused $10,000. His intimate ac- 
quaintance with the early  history- 
makers of the city enabled him to o 
tain much unpublished material whic 
had been denied to others. 

Most of the older residents of the 
city have at some time furnished Haz- 
ard material for his 
those who gave him liberal assistance 
were ex-Mayor Workman, Attorney 
Henry O'Melveny, Prof. Rockwell D. 
Hunt, H. D. Barrows, Maj, Ben C. Tru- 
man, Mrs. L. M. Foy, Mrs. Laura E. 
King, Joseph Mesmer and other mem- 
bers of the Native Sons, Pioneer So- 
ciety and Historical Society. The mat- 
ter was prepared for the publisher by 
Verne Dyson. 

Hazard was born in 1842 in Evans- 
ton, Ill. He arrived in Los Angeles in 
December, 1853, with his parents, Mr. 
and Mre. A. M. Hazard, and has since 
been a resident of the city. 

In hie youth and early manhood 
Hazard was associated with his father 
in the freighting business. He was on 
a freighting expedition in the Owens 
River Valley when he learned the

TWO CENTURIES. 


At Least So Says Angeleno 
of Idaho Police. 


Kidnaped, Manhandled and 
Starved, He Claime.

Kidnaping, starvation, threats. vie~ 
lence and incarceration in the Coun-

Mexican 
opium supply-houses are as noted as 
the theaters and anybody can pro- 
cure the drug.

Dr. Brougher preached a sermon on 
health yesterday morning at Temple 
Baptist Church, using ‘the story of 
Elisha purifying the springs which 
furnished water for Jericho. He said 
in part:

“Tt is the duty of the church to urge 
upon all its members to take an active 
interest in all questions relating to 
the health of men and women who are 
compelled to work or to live in un- 
sanitary conditions. The church 
should take a very active part in the 
war now being waged against tuber- 
culosis. It is a well-known fact that 
the germ of that disease is killed by 
All Christian 
citizens should see to it that every 
)man and Woman, every boy and girl, 
has an opportunity in parks provided 
for that purpose to get all the sun- 
light and fresh air possible. The 
church has a mission to perform in 
its ministry to the general health of

RELIGION 1S NECESSARY BECAUSE IT 

CONTAINS THE ELEMENTS 

THAT BUILD- MANHOOD, 

The question, “Is Religion Ne¢es- 
sary?” was discussed by Rev. Charles 
C, Selecman, pastor of Trinity M. E. 
He said in part: 

“How shall we classify Christian- 
ity, as a luxury or a necessity? There 
are some today who are inclined to 
the opinion of Strauss that religion 
is only necessary to the childhood of 
the race, to be discarded with the 
fuller development of humanity. 
Others classify religion as one of the 
arts, as music, poetry, painting and 
sculpture. In another’s opinion it ts 
purely a matter of taste and a man is 
not more condemned for not attend. 
ing to religion than is for not be- 
ing interested in Rem dt or Bee- 
thoven or Browning. 

‘“Three classes of people look ypon 
religion as unnecessary: First, Gone 
who consider it a spent force; second, 
those who consider it a sort of plous 
occupation for the training of the 
infant race; third, those who classify 
it with the luxuries of life, to buy it 
or to let it- alone, as they would a 
fine violin or a great picture. 

“Let us inquire whether religion is 
to be shelved like the old scythe and 
the cradle, the tallow dip and the 
stage coach? Has Jesus no message 
for the twentieth centurv? Are 
churches, Bibles and hymn-books to 
be treated as luxufies in these days 
of the high cost of living? 

“Before we can answer these ques- 
tions we must define our terms. 
What is religion? Max Muller says: 
‘The perception of the Infinite unfer 
such manifestation as to be able to 
influence the moral character of 
man.” Another defines religion as, 
"The life of God in the soul of man.’ 
Is the life of Gog necessary to man’s 
fullest life? Is some adequate per- 
ception of the Infinite necessary to 
mankind’s moral development? Did 
Jesus speak the truth when he said: 
“Men shall not live by bread alone”? 
Was Solomon inspired when he 
wrote, ‘Hear now the conclusion of 
the whole matter: Fear God and keep 
His commandments, for this is the 
whole of man.’ If religion is neces- 
sary, we should be able to tell why. 

“Religion igs necessary because it 
contains the elements that build 
manhood; because it answers the 
deep fundamental demands of human 
nature. Religion will die if mankind 
can be happy without it: but here- 
with lies the difficulty. Where shal] 
men who are deeply conscious of 
having done wrong find a remedy for 
their disturbed emotions and pardon 
for their guilty souls, except in Him 
who came to seek and to save that 
which was lost?” 


REV. RUSSELD F. THRAPP. 
FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH, 
A LAMENTABLE SIGN OF THE TIMES 
IS OUR INCAPAC FOR 
INDIGNATION. 

Answering the query, “Was Jesus 

ever angry?” Rev. Russell F. Thrapp, 
at First Christian Church yesterday 
said in part: 
“The gospel of Mark records this 
sentence, ‘and when He had looked 
around about on them with anger.’ 
What does this mean when ascribed 
to Jesus? nger is associated in our 
minds with infirmity. It is of the 
earth, earthy. It is a sort of mad- 
ness bordering on the frontiers of in- 
Sanity. But Jesus’s anger was not. of 
this quality. It was a burning fire 
of indignation because of colossal 
wrongs perpetrated on others. 

“In our gallery there is a missing 
portrait of Jesus. We find the Good 
Shepherd, the gentle Physician, the 
Light of the World, in Gethsemane, on 
the cross, but no picture of the Lion 
of the tribe of Judah. 

“We are, nowadays, 80 emphasizin 
the love of Jesus as to forget His 
severity. We have reduced Him to a 
sweet, gentle, effeminate friend who 
can never make peop'te afraid. Jesus 
did not make that impression on the 
men of His day. They said He was 
one of the old prophets risen from 
the dead. 

“Jesus was never indignant at 
wrongs imposed on Himself, but 
blazed with holy fire at wrongs of 
others. 

“His indignation was the creation 
of His love. What we think a defect 
in Him is a limitation in ourselves. 
One of the lamentable signs of our 
tfmes in our Incapacity for indigna- 
tion. Many are lukewarm inthe 
midst of evils that are colossal.

DANGEROUS CHARACTER. 

“War on a Great Foe” was the 
subject of the sermon by the pastor 
of Union-avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Rev. John M. Barnhart, 
last night. He said in part: 

“The American saloon is an insti- 
tution which maintains rooms and 
buildings, for the most part, com- 
fortable, well-lighted, open day and 
night. They are located in sections 
of densest population, where they are 
sure to be a constant lure to the un- 
sophisticated youth longing for ad- 
venture. They are places of social 
gatherings where men are free from 
the restraining laws of decency and 
refinement; they are recruiting sta- 
tions where wine and strong drink, 
lewd talk and ~pictures§ suggesting 
licentiousness, inspire men and boys 
to nightly escapades and debauches 
in the underworld. , 

“To raise a healthy, happy, pros- 
nerous people we need only pure, 
soarkling water. Instead of that, the 
American saloon is flooding our land 
with alcoholic beverages which bring 


| the 


the expense involved in running its 
business. 

“Should we fail to secure a statu- 
tory law giving us national prohibi- 
tion, let us treat the saloen just as 
we deal with mines, mills, and raill- 
roads. Some _ States have already 
passed compulsory . compensation 
laws, which require mills, mines, and 
railroads to pay to injured men stipu- 
lated amounts, or in case of death to 
pay the widow a sum fixed by law. 

“On this principle, when it can be 
shown that a crime was committed 
under the influence of liquor, make 
the liquor business pay all the ex- 
pense involved in the arrest, deten- 
tion, prosecution, of the person 
guilty of the offense. In addition let. 
the business pay the man’s depend- 
ents an amount equal to his earning 
power. This would be just, and in a 
short time the traffic in liquor would 
be taxed out of existence.”

“The Man Who Sold Himself to 
the Devil—Faust,” was the Subject 
of Rev. W. L. Y. Davis's sermon at 
the West Adams M. E. Church yes- 
terday evening.

“Milton improved on Dante's devil 
and people succumbed through am- 
bition. ossibly the devil just 
adapted himself to circumstances. «¢ 

“In these times the devil has 
changed his methods. The old en- 
ticements do not hold. There are 
many who are tempted by the 
coarser devil still, but it remained 
for Goethe to discover a refined devil. 
Mephistopheles is the most malignant 
of them all. 

“Culture does not make a good 
man. It does make a good man more 
brilliant; but it also makes a devil 
more insidious. If culture could 
evolve virtue, then Mephistopheles 
had been a saint. Culture is a great 
thing to bring out what is in a man 
—either saint or devil.”’ 


DR. LOCKE. 

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH, 

4 PASTOR'S ANSWERS TO SOME OF 
THE TIMELY QUESTIONS 
OF THE DAY. 

Following a short sermon on “Are 
* Young Man's Chances as Good To- 
day as Formerly,” Dr. Locke, at First 
M. E. Church last night opened his 
monthly question box and selected a 
number which he answered. 

“Do you approve of white slavery 
films in motion-picture ente n- 
ments 

“Showing scenes of violence or vice 
should be prevented. e motion 
picture should not be a clinic, or a 
surgical exhibition, It should be in- 
structive and inspirational and enter- 
taining, but it should not enter every 
field. The audiences are made up of 
many women and children, and young 
people, and nothing suggestive or con- 
taminating should be presented. The 
white-slavery evil so-called is not re- 
buked by too much familiarity with 
it. Instruction In this evil should be 
given elsewhere.” 

“To what extent do you think sex- 
hygiene should be taught in the 
schools?” 

“This delicate subject should he 
handled with all possible care. If all 
children had proper home surround- 
ings, and if all fathers could properly 
instruct their sons, and all mothers 
their daughters; and if all children 
enjoyed the tender care of affectionate 
parents. it would not be — to 
raise this question. But it is ‘true 
that much of the necessary training 
for a successful and happy maturity 
must be given in school- 
room. ‘There is a way by which it 
can be done and no doubt thoughtful 
educators will be able to devise wise 
and practicable methods.” 

“How can an estranged husband 
and wife be brought to a renewal of 
their affection for each other?” 

“There must be something lovable 
in each of them or they never would 
have loved each other in the begin- 
ning. Love is most sensitive and jeal- 
ous, and sometimes wanes and grows 
cold because of the omission of the 
little, thoughtful courtesies which 
make the days of courtship *o ex- 
quisitely memorable. 

“Love responds quickly to every ef- 
fort to make it happy. When es- 
trangements have take place, because 
of misunderstandings or indifference, 
or neglect, a studious return to «al- 
lant devotion and tender solicitude on 
the part of the man, and unselfish 
ministries of affection and witely care 
on the part of the woman, wil! in 
most cases bring back the old-time 

nd attachments.” 

- “Do you believe in what is called 
divine healing?’ 

“All healing is divine healing. Cod 
made the body to be strong, and gave 
to each body marvelous powers of re- 
cuperation. If a wound is received. it 
is God or nature which immediately 
sets to work to effect a healing. The 
surgeons or doctors do not pretend 
to cure. All that these devoted men 
ean do is to assist nature by setting 
broken bones and applying such 
remedies as will assist nature in the 
effort to recover the injured person to 
his normal condition. We shouid 
pray earnestly to be made well. and 
then apply any aid which science or 
experience has discovered, to co- 
operate in the answer to our prayer,”

FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 
NAROLA WAS EXEC 
THON GOOD woRK 
LIVES AFTER HIM. 

In his sermon on “Savonarola,” at 
the First Unitarian Church yesterday, 
Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin. said in part: 

“Two distinct ideals were struggling 
for supremacy in Florence in the fif- 
teenth century. One was represented 
by Lorenzo the Magnificent, the vir- 
tual ruled of the Florentine state. He 
was a man of remarkable talents and 
capacity; a patron of art and learning, . 
a rare diplomat and a strong and effi- 
client administrator. But he was a 
man without a conscience; the moral 
element seemed to be entire lacking 
in his character. The appeal of thi¢ 
ideal Was ever to the sensuous and 
external; to the intellectually and 
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—You can never 
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Order one now 
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artistically magnificent entirely di- 
vorced from the moral. 

“Savonarola was the representative 
of the other ideal—a deep, passion- 
ate embodied conscience that cried 
out and spared not. He was daily 
preaching to vast multitudes who 
packed the great cathedral to its 
doors, and who hung upon his every 
word. He kept thundering against 
the iniquities and evil practices of his 
time, declaring that ‘God desires 
mercy and justice and not sacrifice,’ 
that righteousness alone can bring 
true strength and endurance and that 
the city will be speedily overwhelmed 
if it turn not from its evil ways. 

“Savonarola was not a reformer in 
the sense that he ever advocated any 
organic change in the Christian 
church. He accepted all its dogmas 
and doctrines and rules and regula- 
tions and institutions in toto without 
a question. All he demanded was that 
‘those in high places of 
should make a conscientious effort to 
live up to the demands and teach- 
ings of the church itself. But the 
church had become corrupt and was 
more of a political institution than a 
religious one. Savonarola’s denuncia- 
tions of corruption in high places and 
his calls to righteousness seem 
aimed at the church itself and the 
guilty ecclesiastics resented it. 

“For a time the people of Florence 
heard him gladly and followed him en 
mass. The whole tenor and charac- 
ter of the city changed. From being 
a city of gay and festive pleasure seek- 
ers it became a city of puritanical 
piety and plainness. This was a con- 
dition of things that could not endure. 
His enemies set to work to systemat- 
ically and secretly poison the minds 
of the people against hi Hig stren- 
uo eas to righteousness and the 
puritanical life that they temporily 
took on, which was entirely foreign 
to their real nature, soon became?) un- 
endurably irksome to the people and 
they only awaited an opportunity to 
throw it off. 

“Thus all the currents of influence 
that had run so strongly for the great 
prophet n turned against him, and 
when he as finally arbitrarily ac- 
cused, convicted, hanged and burned 
in the public square, the very people 
who had only a short time before fol- 
lowed him gladly and dwelt upon his 
words as one inspi looked calmly 
on, or even applauded hig untimely 
death. 

“Thus came to a speedy end one of 
the most heroic efforts that has ever 
been made to purify and exalt the in- 
stitutions of religion. But out of tha 
failure came success, for ever since 
that time the purifying power which 
found such wonderful expression in 
him had been slowly permeating and 
cleansing all our religious and polit- 
ical life.”’ 


REV. W. LEON TUCKER. 
CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 


FIRST PERSECUTION FOR THE SAKE 
OF THE CROSS WAS ENDURED 
BY ABEL. 


a series of sermons on the Cross, 
Rev. W. Leon Tucker reached the sub- 
ject, “The First Persecution for the 
Cross,” at Calvary Baptist Church yes- 
terday morning. “Did you ever 
think,” he said, “of the peculiar posi- 
tion of a minister of Christ? He is 
sent to make defense for a thing 
which is an offense. He is to preach 
the cross. The cross in all ages is an 
offense. Think of that Old Testa- 
ment preacher, Isaiah, who was com- 
missioned to go to a people of whom 
he was foretold, they would not hear 
and they would not heed. e@ au- 
dience he faced was blind of eyes 
and hard of hearts and refused to re- 
ceive or believe. 4 

“The New Testament preacher is 
sent with a message which is offen- 
sive to man and contrary to his mind. 
Man has made many divisions in so- 
ciety, but God has divided the entire 
human race into two classes, viz: the 
Jew and the Gentile and the peoples 
of the earth are dealt with by God 
after this twofold division. 

“If you preach the cross to a Jew 
it is a stumbling block. If you preach 
the gospel to a Gentile it is to him 
an object of ridicule. The Gentiles 
listened for a. gospel of culture, they 
heard a gospel of the cross. The only 
ones in the universe of God who love 
the cross are members of the Church 
of God, the body of Christ and they 
are reckoned neither Jew nor Gentile, 
but as one in Christ Jesus. 

“The first persecution for the sake 
of the cross was endured by Abel the 
second child of the firat family. It 
wis Abel who offered a lamb, which 
prefigured the Lamb of God, upon an 
altar which typified calvary. For this 
testimony which God accepted and 
which Abel offered by faith, Cain, who 
was of the wicked one, arose and slew 
him. He was the proto-martyr of 
the croéss. 

“Man must depend upon God for 
salvation. If there is in man an in- 
herent force tending upward then the 


cross of Christ is an impertinence and

ical medium, is inconceivable. Yet New- 
ton had formulated the laws governing 
their related motions. But Mr. Page has a 
scheme to account for the mystery of grav- 
ity which is perfectly clear. to his mind, 
and he wonders why it was not thought of 
long ago. Though he charitably presumes 
it was because people had been taught the 
old philosophy so long that they had great 
reverence for it. They felt that it must be 
true because all the respectable scientific 
authorities indorse it. 

Well, what does Mr. Page’s new philoso- 
phy teach? How does he explain gravity? 
It seems there is an imponderable element 
which the author has named “rex,” prob- 
ably because it dom all the other ele- 
ments. Now rex has affinity for all the 
other chemical elements and is in fact 
the cement which binds atoms to like 
atoms, and also to the atoms of other ele 
ments, thus forming molecules and com- 
pounds in the mass. 

But rex has another and very important 
function—it repels with great energy its 
own kind. It cannot abide the contact of 
another atom of rex, but sends it flying. 

After considerable preliminary disserta- 
tion you find that rex is heat. If an extra 


quantity of rex gets in and surrounds two / 
-g@jacent atoms the repulsive nature of rex; 


drives them apart, and the mass becomes 
fluid. A still greater excess of rex causes 


the fluid mass to vaporize and the atoms/ 


of vapor, being surrounded by rex, are 
strongly repelled from each other, and 
the gaseous condition is produced and 
maintained. When, however, a portion of 
the rex atoms departs, fluidity returns, and 
then, if more rex still filles away, the fluid 
again becomes solid. But, mind you, 
enough of rex remains to cement the atoms 
of like elements together into a mass. All 
these strange actions of rex are no mys- 
tery to the author. In fact, he thinks it is 
all so clear that his theory must eventually 
be accepted and adopted by all physicists. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary thing in 
the new philosophy is the author's explana- 
tion of the attraction of gravitation. He 
claims that as a matter of course one body 
cannot act upon another through -yacant 
space without a physical medium. The 
idea is so absurd that you have only to 
state it to realize how preposterous it is. 
How then does the sun hold the earth in 
its orbit? Well, the sun is covered with 
rex, and ag the rex atoms repel each other 
there is a constant stream of rex projected 
to the earth with the velocity of light. 
Why then does not this stream of rex push 
the earth away instead of holding it to its 
orbit? Why, that difficulty is easily dis- 
posed of by the author, When a volley of 
rex from the sun strikes the earth the indi- 
vidual atom of rex penetrates deep enough 
to get behind three other atoms of rex, and 


with its repelling force pushes the whole 
entangled mass toward the sun. I

This intricate process is not statél in the 
precise language of the author. Indeed he 
is a rather skillful writer and gives a very 
good idea of what he calls the old philoso- 
phy—the scientific principles enunciated 
by present scientific authorities. But the 
new philosophy which he has evolved is 
cherished with an intensity which amounts 
to a passion. , 

Mr. Page claims that the composition of 
the atmosphere plays an important part in 
his philosophy. After mentioning that 
there are four principal ingredients in the 
atmosphere according to the old phi- 
losophy, namely, nitrogen, oxygen, carbonic 
acid gas, and water vapor, he states that 
the most important element is not men- 
tioned, and that is, rex. He says: “While 
all the other elements are essential to their 
offices, the prominence and abundance of 
Tex impels admiration and astonishment 
that it could for so many centuries con- 
tribute so abundantly to the essential we!!- 
being and the hi t pleasures of mankind 
unnoticed and unsung. For not only in this 
philosophy, but for all time to come rex 
will be known as the most abundant ele- 
ment in ali the gases, the life of 
the atmosphere.” And then he explains 


that the gas molecules are so loaded with 


rex that, instead of cohesion, repulsion be 
tween them results. 

By means of this hypothetical but unt- 
versal rex the author accounts for the pro- 
duction of light, heat, electricity, magnet- 
ism, and other forces of nature. He is ver- 
bose, indulges in tedious repetition for sake 
of enforcing or impressing his arguments 
upon the minds of his readers. What oc- 
cupies 800 pages could better be put into 
200, and the intent and meaning of the au- 
thor be more easily comprehended.

“This scene of Jesus ealling these 
fishermen, plying their trade on the 
shore of the lake, to follow Him, is 
a scene repeated again and again dur- 
ing His ministry. He found disciples 
here and there and called them, and 
with one consent they left all and 
followed Him. It must have been a 
that could so 
compel men to follow Him, not know- 
ing whither they went. 

“But the scene is not limited to 
Palestine, nor the first Christian 
country, for as one Iléoks back through 
the years, we see Jesus standing by 
the side of men, and we see the great 
heroes of Christian history from the 
days of Augustine to the present hour, 
leaving all things and following Him. 
And the sign of discipleship was not 
knowledge of His teaching, but simply 
personal loyalty to Him. Loyalty to 
Christ is the sign manual of Chris- 
tianity. 

“The Jesus of history, that Jesus 
represented to the Gospels, makes cer- 
tain definite claims which have never 
been abrogated, and never changed. 
These claims are remarkable. They 
are staggering. He set Himself above 
the wise men of the past. And His 
one | nt message was, ‘Follow 
Me.’ I am the bread upon which men 
must nourish their spiritual life. There 
is no hesitancy of equivocation in His 
claims. He s something different 
from other men, with a unique per- 
sonality, and history and life. The 
Christ of the Gospels, the Son of 
God, is the only Christ that the Christ- 
jan Church has ever known, 

“But there have been many within 
the Church who have sought to re- 
duce that figure from its sublime and 
heroic proportions, and make of Him 
simply a mai. Perhaps the most 
perfect man in history, but in no 
sense unique excepting in the degree 
of divine life He possessed. That move- 
ment toward lowering the conception 
of Christ began almost as soon as 
He had died. But the testimony of 
Christian history is absolutely and en- 
tirely unified in this, that wherever 
and whenever the divine Christ is 
exalted, the Christian Church becomes 
a mighty force, and grips the con- 
science of men, and the moment that 
is lost the church becomes a dying 
thing. To bring forward just one fl- 
lustration. One hundred years ago 
there came to New England a new 
movement, which laid hold upon Con- 
gregational Churches. The greatest 
educators, pastors and literary men 
of the times were among the fol- 
lowers of this movement, and it 
seemed certain that before another 
generation Congregationalism would 
become entirely Unitarian. Today the 
Unitarian Church has dwindled to 
about 70,000 adherents, and is a dying 
sect. It is simply one illustration, re- 
peated a thousand times, that lower- 
ing the conception of Jesus fails to 


win men. 

“But of late there has been a tend- 
ency in the circle of ministers and 
theologians, a tendency beginning the 
middle of the last century with Re- 
nan, to put Jesus Christ into the same 
class as the other great spiritual 
leaders of history. This movement 
destroys the miraculous elements of 
the New Testament. It teaches that 
miracies are inconsistent with science, 
and thetefore it is folly for philosophy 
to teach it, and since it is inconsistent 
with the faith of modern times, all 
things that are of a supernatural 
character should be cut out of the

For instance, he preached a very e!o- 
quent sermon on “Paul, the 
Anarchist,” while the fact is that 
the representation of Paul is of one 
who is inclined to do every thing to 
placate those in power, and to make 
of him an anarchist, seemed to me 
wtihout the support of fact. 

“There are three things Dr. Aked 
says. The first one is that the virgin 
birth is untrue. He denies the story 
is in existence in fact. 

“Second, he denies the reality of 
the resurrection. 

“Third, the reality or existence of 
the New Testament miracles. 

“He denies the virgin birth on two 
gstounds. One is that there is very 
little evidence for it in the New 
Testament, and the other, contradic- 
tion In the records themselves. 

“Now as to the evidence in the New 
Testament. He argues that the si- 
lence of Mark and John and Paul re- 
“arding the doctrine, and the fact 
that Jesus does not teach it Him- 
self, ls proof that it was not tre. 
There is this much of truth in what 
Dr. Aked says. It is unquestionable 
that he is stating a fact when he 
says it is not mentioned in those writ- 
ings, and this much is also true, that 
it is not at the present time regarded 
by most students of the New Testa- 
ment as the most important doctrine 
in it. But the fact that it is not 
explicitly taught does not prove it is 
not true. But Dr. Aked has lost com- 
plete faith in it. 

“He also more than implies that 
it is an addition to the gospels. In 
other words, tradition. It is an at- 
tempt to apply to the New Testament 
the methods of interpretation used 
in regard to the Old Testament. Now 
Y have been very frank in my posi- 
tion on the Old Testament and I want 
to make it clear right now that I 
am not inconsistent. 


“The Old Testament was 2400 
years in the process of writing. The 
New Testament was all written with- 
in the limits of forty-five years, and 
was complete and in the hands of 
the Christian church, and used by 
it in fits services, within the lifetime 
of those who could say: ‘I saw and 
heard.’ Therefore, from a purely 
scientific viewpoint the two documents 
are totally different, and different 
methods of interpretation must be 
applied to them. There has been 
nothing discovered in the last half- 
century that changes one iota any- 
thing in that New Testament. The 
same thing cannot be said about the 
Old Testament. I protest tn, the name 
of science itself, and sciq@ntific in- 
terpretation, against that attitude 
which assumes that the Old Testa- 
mw.ent and the New Testament are just 
exactly alike in formation and sub 
tc just the same laws of in ate 
tion. 

“Dr. Aked’s other argument is that 
the documents contradict each other, 
and that there is an older copy of 
Matthew than we have in our New 
Testament, which goes not contain 
the story of the vi birth, I shovld 
like to see this document. I think 
it must be Dr. Aked’s own private 
copy. The oldest copies we know of 
contain this story, and I would he 
exceedingly glad to know Dr. Aked’s 
source of information. 

“Now just a few words regarding 
the whole doctrine. It is a part 
of the earliest gospel we possess. An 
integral part of the most complete, 
scientific history of Jesus ever written. 
1 refer to the introduction of Luke’s 
gospel, in which Luke declares he 
has found many accounts of Jesus, 
and has brought them together, and 
studied them all, and also gone back 
of the written documents to individ- 
uals themselves. He has searched 
back to those who were eye-witnesses, 
and we have a right to assume what 
is virtually the consensus of opinion, 
that the story of the virgin birth In 
its delicacy, in its reserve, and its 
beauty, ag we have it, came into 
Luke's mind, and was transcribed by 
Luke himself from direct informa- 
tion from the Virgin Mary herself. 
There is no reason to suppose it was 
not possible for him to secure that 
information, for Mary lived many 
years after the death of Jesus, and 
it is unquestionable that the whole 
character of the story itself reflects 
the feminine touch and delicacy that 
would necessarily be brought into that 
story when told by the lips of a 
woman to Luke, the transcriber. 

“And Charies Augustus Briggs, 
whose name is familiar as the storm 
center of the greatest heresy trial 
America ever knew, and who is con- 
sidered by most good Presbyterians 
to be almost outside the pale of di- 
vine mercy, some time before his 
death declared that in his opinion all 
that science and philosophy has 
covered can in no sense disprove tne 
theory of the virgin birth. 

“And last of all it seems to ine 
that this doctrine is the only con- 
sistent and reasonable explanation of 
the entrance of God into human life 
in the person of His Son. It is the 
only explanation of the incarnation 
and the sinless life that seems to me 
to square with the facts. The virgin 
life of Jesus is no less miraculous 
than the Virgin birth. If there is 
nothing unique about the personality 
or birth of Jesus, why nas there not 
been reproduced another life like his, 
end why have the greatest saints of 
Christian history, from Augustine to 
Henry Drummond, all been at one in 
declaring tneir lives in comparison 
with the life of Christ, to be incom- 
plete, and sinful, and imperfect?”
